THE WESTERN CANADA PULP & 
PAPER COMPANY. 

.T. S. Emerson, president of tlie B. C. 
Ijoggers' Associatiou, has written tlie 
Colimist a letter in reply to an editorial 
of ' the 23rd inst., in wliich he was re- 
ferred to. Mr. Emerson, as president of 
the associatiou iu question, is waging 
war against tlio pulp company, .«]id is 
strongly urging tlii-.'GovermriSnt <«galnst 
griuiting it the lease oi IC.3,000 acres of 
timhsr limits rosorrcd for tlie iiurposc. 
We do not propose to publish the letter 
in full, but tlie following extract will ex- 
plain Mr. Emerson's positioiii ik' regard 
1o the Logging Association. 

"You intimate in ynnr said editorial 
tliat in effect in tliis eoiitroversy 1 repre- 
suiit only jnysolf, and that the B. C. 
•Logging Associatiou isjuadeiup of per- 
sons principally in my eiSjploy. This I 
■ompliaticaily deny and state that the B. 

0. ilyOgging. Association cmbrnces in its 
wembership the majority of the large in- 
dependent individual operator.s in this 
district. I may. also .state tliat tlierc la 
no employee of mine a member of tliis 
association, save one, wlio is assistant 
■secretary, and wlio became sucli at the 
sperinl re(itu'st of tlio secretary, Mr. W. 

1. Paterson, so that his i)lace could be 
fille<l when lie (Mr. Patorson) was out 
of town, 'I'lie above are the facts and in 
order to prove tliorn will stale that the 
inembersliip rO(.ord of oiu- association 
will bo open for inspection by 'any mem- 
ber of the local promoters of this alleg- 
ed pulp company, or any person ou their 
nielialf." 

Tliere arc certain gond reasons for pur- 
suing such a course, and the chief one 
is the .puiJiUc interest. So far as any 
good hy publicity can be done, it has al- 
ready lieen iac<-nniplisliO(l. Wo have rend 
the previous letters published by Mr. 
EmerSon in tlie Vancouver papers. To 
; Start i-wlth, Ms statements are not con- 
sistent with each other, and that fact in 
itself docs not argue in favor of a godl 
case. In a letter to the rrovinee on 
llie 17th of May it is alleged tlvat tho 
limits iu (jucstion. While totally unfit for 
pulp purposes, "consists 'of most rnlu- 
able timlier for lumber," that "tlie tim- 
ber positively is of great value to ihe 
Jogger and millman," and that they are 
'"valuahle holdings." In a subseqncnt 
letter, in/rfler to show tliat tl*.c promot- 
ers li'ad deceived tlie Emrlish iuvestor.s, 
it is state! that "over 7.". per cent, of 
tho laud embraced therein either has no 
timber at all or the timber thereon does 
not possess any commercial value what- 
ever, the land lioln- either lu-eeipitons 
rocks or hnrned ami liare hills, or cover- 
fed with brush and scrub timber of no 
value." And thei latter stiatcuieuts are 
repented in the letter to the Colonist. 
Eitlior one iiosiiina or tl'.e otli"r must 
fall ti) till' ground. 

We liardiy tliinli under ordinary cir- 
cumstances the president of the Loggers' 
Association would have sucli cousidera- 
tion for tlie investors. The nieii inter- 
ested ill llie ueiv llolaliou are all piiiier 
lualuTs and paper dealers. They sent 
T. ('. I/. Crawford, a well known timber 
aiitlioiity, who lias cruised large puli) 
limits in the Er.sl. to I',rili-ii Cilnnibia. 
He examined thr liinil-; in m'"'-'^"" i""' 
reported most favorably upon I hem for 
tho purposes of tlie manufacture of i.ulii. 

The impression that seems to pn viii! 
in tlie inind of the iire^l'ient <.r the Log- 
gers' Association mid oiliers is thai <uily 
spruce liiiilicr cun he ummI Ui\- the inanu- 
I'acliire of pulp. Spnic<', hirrli and lieiii- 
hiclv arc almost of enual value, wliile 
iDouglas fir can be utilized for diemical 
.pulp. It might even lie news for him 
and bis friends th'at for a certain class 
of pulp cedar is useful. Trees of a 
much larger size, too, than wan fonnerly 
considered suitable cun now ibe used. It 
would, however, bo manifestly Impossible 
to got any limits in Brftisb Columbia 
in which tliere was not some linilicr more 
siiiliililc fi.r liiiiilici- than for luilp-iii.-il;- 
ircj, cspocially when a vi-i-y large area 
has to be scaircil in ord''i- to guarantee 
a siipiily for years to coiiie. 

There is m<i injustice being done to log- 
gers anil inilliiien. On the contrury llie 
eslablii-hiiient of pulp and loiiier mills on 
this coast will be of the very greatest 
advantage to lliem. It will enable them 
to find II iiiarki'l for nraclieally every- 
tliiiiiT on tlicir limits iifier the timber for 
linuber has been logged. an<i wp have no 
douht many of them will lie atle to con- 
tract with tho pulp mills to do their log- 
ging for thctn. 

We have heen BtrlVlng for years to in- 
terest IJrltish' capitHUsts in the niami- 
facture of pulp and paper on this coast. 
■ It is more important to ns oven than 
the luuilier iiulustry, lieciuise it employs 
more labor ami nlilizes to a niucli larger 
evteiil the fori'sl )M-<Hlnc| More- 
over, it may be iioiiitcil oat. the tiioii- 
<>y lias been siiliscriber! on the sireiigtli 
<if tlH> concr'ssions vc>"ured by statute to 
which the fyOL-u'crs" Assoch'lion ohjei'ls. 
'I'o interpose olisiaclcs at this stage 
■would bi' a serious b'ow to the conlidciice 
now bi'iiiir restored in the stability of 
iiiilu'striel conditions in llritisl. Colum- 
bia. We are aware tliat a very largo 
irosponsiliility rests uppn.;the .promoters 
in respect to tho;riVprcsisHtationB mndo.io 
;' ilnvostors in Oroat' Britain and olaowhorp, 
'lint it must be upon their shoulders and 
/ upon tho slioulilors of tho company, nml 
"not upor (he slioulders of the Govern- 
ment. Without a very !arK(! expense tlio 
( !ov(M-iiniont could not conduct nn inde- 
|H.iHleiil and impartial investigation into 
the nieriln of the limits in iiueslioii for 
pn'li I'lirnoses, nor is il called upon to 
enter into any such invest iu'al Ion upon 
its own )inrl.' TTiider llie provisions of 
the stiiliite made iind provided, certain 
ureas were reserved ami cerl'ain con- 
tracts eiitered iiilo in.reHp.(\'t to the 
s.aine. 'J'li' company in England accept- 
ed lliesf) limits for their purpose, after 
evjiiiiiiiation, iind wo cnniiot see legally 
how tlie iirrangeinonts already made nan 
Hie reinulinted. As biisinoRS men' they 
iniist he flupiioscd io Iniown lh<'ir <iwn 
Hiiisinefts best. 

. Such considerations as llie foregning 
io .lMfc OS to believe that no '.rood can he 



Lewis, ,<who was his private . secretary, 
and Captain Clarice, both trled pioneers 
and experienced frontiersmen. Neither 
of tho in was a soiientlst, a greograpber, 
or explorer, in the strict sense of the 
term, but they were courageous, prac- 
tical, well-informed, observant, tactful 
and capable as lenders. The expedition 
started on Jlay I'l, IHOi, from St. LouIh, 
which was. the gathering point, with 
45 members, consisting of soldiers, 
boatmen, interpreters, hunters, etc., and 
from .start to flnbsh was inemorabie In 
every respect. Goiug up the Ml-ssourl, 
it reached the mouth of the Platte on 
July 26, and lateV In ' October they ar- 
rived in the country of the Mandans (a 
noble but extinct tribe of Indians) and 
Minnetarea, about l.GOO miles from St. 
Louis. Here they wintered. On April 
26, 1806,JVthe moutbibt'the 
was reached,' and on May 26 the Eioclty 
Jlountalns were aig'hted. The three 
forks of the Alisaouri river were dis- 
covered on July 25, and named. Jeffer- 
son, Madison and Gallatin'r^ Parentheti- 
cally we may say that Gallatin was a 
distln5rulsliod American financier wlio 
afterwards conducted Important diplo- 
matic negotlatipns in connection with 
the flxinig of boundaries Iie^e^ii 'Cian- 
ada and the United States. Adopting 
for convenience a brief account of the 
expedition from this point, the party 
proceeded up the Jefferson in Septem- 
ber; started' down the Columbia river 
on October IG, and on Nofvember 7 
came in sight of the Pacific ocean. 
After wintering on the coast, they 
started on their return March 23, 180G, 
and arrived at St. Louis September 23, 
1S06, having traveled altogether a dis- 
tance of 8,500 miles.' At times; the ex- 
plorers suffered terrible hardships, and 
from April, 1S05, to August, 1806, were 
stiut off from all communication from 
the world. Lewis and Clark collected 
an Immense amount of data concerning' 
the country traveled through, its flora 
and fauna. Indian tribes, physical chnr- 
iclerlsllcs, etc. Tho original edillon.s 
of tlielr printed journals are very valu- 
able now and are to. be found mainly 
in reference libraries. The work passed 
throufjh as ninny as 55 or 56 subsequont 
editions in America and on the con- 
tinent of Europe, being among the most 
noted in the list of rare and valuable 
Americana. Recently great Interest 
has been revived in liCwis and Clark 
literalure. and many accounts have 
been written, bused on the original 
Journals. @ome time ago we referred 
at length to the heroine of the expedi- 
tion, an Indian woman namd Saca- 
j.awea, to whose memory tiio women of 
the Pacific coast states have caused a 
statue to be erected. She saved the 
situation at a critical moment and led 
the expedition to frlendy Indians when 
the way appeared hopeless. 

Lewi.s and Clark v.'cro forerunners to 
the celebraleil Astor fur o:;podition a 
few years afterward.s. The Jelalla of 
this are graphically described in Wash- 
ington Irvlng's "Astoria," the name 
givi'ii 1(1 the fort constructed by Jacob 
..\stio- at llic nioiitli of the rohiiiibia. 
'I'lie imiiorlanco of tliese two expedi- 
tions historically was momentous. 
Through them Great Britain lost the 
|)oitlon of Oregon claimed by lier C!ov- 
einiiient south of the 4tttli iiarallel. 
I lalUitin's triumph In the treaty after 
the war of 1812, on account of which 
.\storla was conceded to the United 
.St.ilea, greatly wealtoned the status of 
(ir.'al H'itain in regard to her territor- 
ial righl.s in Oregon. Following upon 
the ti-acks of Lewis and Clark and the 
Astor men, came in the early forties, 
wlien tlie Oregon tiuestlon w.as fanneii 
into llanie by the zeal of American iiiis- 
sioiiaries and polUlclans, the rush of 
nelllers from the Eastern States in 
wagons across the |iralrles and over the 
inouiilaiiis. They took possesskin of 
the rich valleys tributary to the (.Co- 
lumbia, and their actual possession and 
o(;cupatlon of the country .V>vas a con- 
trolling factor In the settlement of the 
iiiteriialioiial disiinte of half a cenliiry 
standing. The Lewis and Clark expo- 
sition, therefore, has a keen historical 
intere:n for the people of British Co- 
lumbia. Had the United States con- 
tention of "fifty-four forty or light" 
prevailed we, or some other community 
ill our place, would.
